This information is NOT based on any software pre- dictions or any 
kind of satellite based readings. It is based on a new Ionospheric sounding method called "HF 
Ionospheric Interferometry" which operates very similarly to the PoISAR system used by 
NASA.

different locations. Work/log each “RST” station only once per their QTH/band and mode. 
Watch the DX spots as they plan to have stations on from Whitehorse, Yellowknife, Anchorage, 
Fairbanks, and many other cities (maybe an Alaskan glacier or two!). QSL Manager for 
KL7RST, VYIRST, VE8RST and VYORST is K7ICE. Optional full color certificates are also 
available (E-mail JohnKL7JR € gmail.com for details) for working/hearing any of the “RST” 
stations.
